rule  which  has  really  no  relation  to  the 
guilt  or  Innocence  of  the  accused. —

Tb*  Trench  Naval  Volt. 

The  old  distinctions  of  battleship  and 
cruiser,  coast  defense  ship,  lookout  ship, 
torpedo  catcher  and  all  the  rest  are  to 
disappear  utterly  from  the  face  of 
French  waters.  The  key  words  of  the 
new  scheme  are  homogeneity  and  au¬ 
tonomy.  The  fleet  is  to  be  homogeneous 
through  all  its  units,  the  units  to  be 
self  sufficing  for  all  the  various  func¬ 
tions  of  war.  The  archetype  of  this  au¬ 
tonomous  unit  is  the  Dupuy  do  Lome. 
This  vessel,  generally  classed  as  an  ar¬ 
mored  cruiser,  was  launched  iu  189U, 
but  was  not  completed  until  some  years 
later.  She  is  of  6,300  tons  displacement, 
874  feet  long,  of  51  feet  6  inches  beam 
and  23  feet  6  inches  draft  She  steams 
17.5  knots  an  hour  with  natural  and  20 
with  forced  draft  and  is  reckoned  able 
to  make  4.000  miles  at  12.5  knots  with¬ 
out  coaling.  She  is  armored — and  this 
is  her  m*et  distinctive  feature — with 
4. 7  inches  of  steel  throughout  her  whola 
length  and  almost  over  the  whole  sur¬ 
face  of  the  huli 

For  heavy  armament  she  came*  two 
7. 6  inch  breechloaders  and  six  6. 3  inch 
eauet  quick  firing  guns,  besides  numer¬ 
ous  smaller  quick  tirers.  The  heavy 
guus  are  so  mounted  that  she  can  fire 
five  of  them  ahead,  astern  or  on  either 
broadside.  This  formidable  type  Admiral 
Fournier  proposes  to  strengthen  and 
develop  into  thgnnit  of  his  homogene¬ 
ous  fleet,  which  is  to  be  equal  indiffer¬ 
ently  to  every  service  demanded  of  a 
warship*. — Blackwood's  Magazine,

Paal  RavatVi  Tower. 

It  is  saddening  for  the  patriotic  tour¬ 
ist  after  he  has  gazed  with  reverence  at 
the  towers  of  old  Christ  church  to  be 
told  that  he  is  not  seeing  the  original 
windows  from  which  Paul  Revere  hung 
out  his  lanterns,  but  a  copy,  the  real 
tower  having  been  blown  down  in  the 
great  gale  of  1804  However,  there  are 
plenty  of  genuine  relic*  inside — where 
the  vast  majority  of  Boston  never  goeq 
There  are  still  the  old  deep  window 
seats,  the  ba  loony  surrounding  the 
church,  with  its  supporting  pillar*  and 
upper  arches;  the  top  “slaves'  gallery,” 
and  the  antique  pewx  The  bottom  of 
the  ancieut  pulpit  of  hourglass  shape  is 
left  us,  but  the  top^was  given  away  by 
the  church  offiriptlin  1820.  The  clock 
under  the  raak^ias  told  of  the  flight  of 
the  man  with  the  scythe  for  150  years, 
the  "Vinegar  Bible,”  prayer  books,  and 
silver  communion  servico  bearing  the 
royal  arms  were  gifts  from  King  George 
II  in  1733;  the  huge  christening  basin 
came  from  a  parishioner  in  1780.  The 
marble  bast  of  Washington  against  the 
wall  was  the  earliest  memorial  erected 
to  the  Father  of  His  Country,  having 
been  placed  in  position  but  ten  year* 
after  his  death. — Boston  Traveller.
